
Truong Dinh Dzu wes a “peace candidate” too. In the South Vietnamese presidential elections last 
year. Not widely known, he replaced two better-known peace candidates who had been forced off the 
ballot. Calling for a cease-fire and negotiations, Truong Dinh Dzu in two weeks leaped from obscurity 
to second place in the election. For his pains, he was dragged from a hospital bed by police, sentenced to 
five years at hard labor. He is now at Con Tho, Vietnam’s Devil’s Island, where his friends fear he wiU

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Vietnam is hot Jsist a political hsm for Aimer sea* but a m®ra§ tragedy. We have spent the lives 
of .80,000 of our youth defending, in the name of freedom, a police state that suppresses all dissent 
and jails the dissenters. Even now' we remonstrate only mildly as it tries to sabotage the Paris talks, 
while the killing and dying* continue. , ' 

The forgotten people of South Vietnam are not represented at Paris. Their representatives are in 
the filthy, brutal prisons of their own country: patriots jailed for their patriotism,, peacemakers perse- 
cuted -for- trying to make peace! . . 


l The Buddhist monks and nuns of Vietnam, usually given to contemplation 
and good works, are in,. jail because their consciences forced them to protest the outrages being perpe- 
trated on their people. We Americans must not allow our outrage against this war to be muted by the 
dragging talks in Paris. The imprisoned heroes of peace in Vietnam need support.; They must be released. 
Democracy must be more than a cynical catchphrase in Saigon. There must be a cease-fire:, immediate, 
honest, with neither side taking advantage of it to improve its own position. Raise your voice today, 
and until this dreadful war is ended!
